forged. ‘heir actual value was a little 
over $5,000, making the loss to the com- 
pany nearly $80,000." 

The last statement of the company, is- 
sued May 29 of this year, showed the 
{total resources to be $2,286,501 and the 
total liabilities to be $1,837,060, but the 
assets included the $80,000 of fictitious 
Gaskill securities and some Appleyard 
paper, the amount of which could not be 
learned... The call loans upon collateral 
j amounted to $786,556 and the deposits sub- 
ject to check aggregated $1,885,814, 

Further investigation to-day of the oper- 
ations of Gaskill reveals the fact that 
Gaskill borrowed money from certain New 
York financial institutions, security for 
which he gave in “raised” stock cer- 
tificates. It is also believed that Gas- 
| kill obtained loans from banks in small 
|towns on fraudulent certificates. The 
amount that New York banks and trust 
companies will lose has not yet been as- 
certained, |

This charter has never been amended. 
By-laws were adopted in pursuance ot 
the provisions of the charter and have 
been amended from time to fime. Fifty- 
two Directors were named in the society's 
charter and the same number has been 


continued until the present time. 
Its Beginnings and Growth. 


With this charter and Board of Direct- 
ors the society started in business. The 
late Henry B, Hyde, father of James H. 
Hyde, was its founder and leading per- 
sonality in its creation and growth until 
the time of his death, which occurred in 
May, 1899. Early in the history of the 
society he secured a majority of the 
stock, which he constantly held and 
transmitted by deed of trust to his son. 
By reason of his stock control and his 
commanding ability he absolutely domi- 
nated the society in all directions. He 
was possessed of untiring energy and 
zeal. He worked early and late and in- 
spired others with much of his own en- 
thusiasm and enterprise. He watched 
over its affairs in all directions, and even 
solicited insurance on the streets. 

Under his direction and management 
the society grew in public confidence, and 
before his death it became one of the 
largest and most extensive insurance 
companies in the world. But he did not 
neglect his own interests or those of his 
immediate associates and dependents in 
the society. As business increased and 
money began to flow into the treasury, 
and the real or apparent surplus began to 
grow, he conceived the idea of construct- 
ing or buying office buildings in the 
larger cities in this country and also in 
Europe. They were claimed to be a use- 
ful advertising medium, in ignpressing the 
policy holders and general public with 
the large surplus, substantial property, 
and wise conservatism of this institution. | 
But they incidentally served another and 
more selfish purpose. 


Mercantile Safe Deposit Company. 


The present home office building at 120 
Broadway, New York City, was the first 
of these, and it occurred to Mr. Hyde 
that its lower floor would be a convenient 
and desirable place for safe deposit 
vaults, and that such business would be 
profitable. He therefore, some time prior 
to Jan. 1, 1876, organized a corporation 
known as the Mercantile Safe Deposit 
Company, and on the Ist day of January, 
1876, the society leased to this Mercantile 
Safe Deposit Company rooms and accom- 
modations in the Equitable Life Build- 


ing. The lease was for twenty-five years, 
from Jan. 1, 1876, until Jan. 1, 1901, with 
the privilege to the lessee of renewing it 
for twenty-five years more at the expira- 
tion of that period. The annual rent re- 
served was as follows: The first $15,000 
received by the tenant as net rental for 
said vaults, safes, places of deposit, after 
the payment of all expenses, went to the 
landlord; the second $15,000 went to the 
tenant, and the balance was equally divid- 
ed between the landlord and the tenant. 

This lease was executed on the part of 
the society by H. B. Hyde, President, and 
attested by Samuel Borrowe, Secretary. 
Thereafter and on Jan. 9, 1883, seventeen 
years before the expiration of the lease 
above referred to, the society made a new 
lease with this same tenant with no ap- 
parent reason, unless it may be to extend 
the term and have another officer than 
H. B. Hyde execute it on the part of the 
society. This second lease provides for 
the same rent, and contains substantiall 
the same conditions as the one for whic 
it was substituted. It was to terminate 
on Jan. 1, 1901, but provided for two re- 
newals at the option of the lessee of fifty 
years each, which will continue it until 
the year 2001, on the same terms and 
conditions contained in the old lease. This 
lease was signed on the part of the 
society by James W. Alexander, Vice 
President, and William Alexander, Stc- 
retary. (See Exhibit 1, Addenda.) 

Thereafter and on April 14, 1888, the so- 
ciety leased to this same tenant several 
additional rooms and extra space of large 
rental value with no additional rent. This 
instrument was executed on the part of 
the society by James W. Alexander, Vice- 
President, and William Alexander, Secre- 
tary. 

Again and on Oct. 8, 1900, the society 
entered into another lease with this same 
tenant, which was really the exercise of 
a renewal option contained in the former 
lease. This instrument was executed on 
the part of the society by James W. Alex- 
ander, President, and George T. Wilson, 
Third Vice President. The Safe Deposit 
Company is now in possession under this 
last lease. All these deases provide that 
the lessor must make all improvements, 
alterations, and repairs, and must light, 
heat, water, janitor, watch, and clean the 
premises and incur all expenses for care 
and maintenance. Yet it receives only 
one-half of the net rental from the vaults, 
boxes, and places of deposit, whereas it 
should receive all. It may be claimed that 
the Safe Deposit Company ran some risk 
in agreeing to pay $15,000 per annum in 
any event. Not so. It took no ,chances, 
for the aet rents received by it from 
these vaults, &c., yy the first year 
were $66,474.92, and the lowest net rental 
since that time was $47,414.18; Besides 
the landlord paid all expenses, so that 
there was no chance to lose and every 
chance to win, on the side of the tenant. 

From 1877 to 1904, both inclusive, the 
Mercantile Safe Deposit Company paid to 
the society,as rent the sum of §$1,033,- 
846.46 in annual payments ranging from 
$23,707.09, the lowest, to $46,535.04, the 
highest. The statements which we re- 
ceived from the society do not show the 
payments made or expenses incurred for 
alterations in, and additions to, the prem- 
ises occupied by the Mercantile Safe De- 
posit Company prior to Sept. 17, 1890, but 
they do show an outlay by the society on 
the vaults, boxes, rooms, &c., leased by 
this tenant from Sept. 17, 1890, to Dec. 
31, 1904, inclusive, of $479,909.45. The 
rents received from the Safe Deposit 
Company for the same period were $483,- 
372.94, showing a balance in favor of the 
landlord of only $3,463.49. But when we 
take into account the expenses for heat, 
light, water, janitors, watchmen, clean- 
ing, elevators, &c., it is manifest that the 
society suffered a great loss, whereas the 
gentlemen interested in the Safe Deposit 
Company have been reaping enormous 
profits. The capital stock of $300,000 has 
been paying 29 per cent. dividends, all at 
the expense of the parent company; and 
this will continue for ninety-six years to 
come. 


Security Safe Deposit Company. 

Manifestly, Henry B. Hyde was pleased 
with the safe deposit business and con- 
cluded to extend and improve it. The

Therefore on Nov. 8, 1888, the so- 
ciety entered into a new lease of the 
basement and ground floor of the new 
building in addition to the space already 
occupied by the Equitable Safe Deposit 
Company. The Equitable Society simply 
added the ground floor and basement to 
the space occupied under the old lease, 
without receiving or Spparentsy asking 
any additional rent or compensation. This 
lease was executed on the part of the so- 
clety by James W. Alexander, President, 
and William Alexander, Vice President. 
Again on Dec. 20, 1904, the society, by 
a& supplemental lease, added some new 
space and accommodations to the rooms 
and space occupied by the lessee without 
any additional rent or compensation, and 
this instrument was executed on the part 
of the society by James W. Alexander, 
Vice President, and William Alexander, 
Secretary. 

No one would anticipate that such an 
arrangement would prove profitable to 
the society, and the expected has hap- 
pened. According to a statement fur- 
nished us by the officers of the sdclety, 
the receipts of rent from the Equitable 
Safe Deposit Company and the Security 
Safe Deposit Company, its successor, from 
the year 1878 to the year 1904, both in- 
clusive, amounted to $168,285.26. This 
statement contains no items of expendi- 
ture prior to Jan. 9, 1891; but the expendi- 
tures and payments made by the society 
on account of alterations and additions 
in and for the Security Safe Deposit Com- 
pany from that date to and including May | 
16, 1904, was $162,045.96, very much more 
than the rent received during that period. 
The Safe Deposit Company has received 
168,285.26, the same as the Equitable 
ociety, and the additional sum of $16,000 
a year since Jan. 1, 1880, amounting to 
300,000, or a total of $468,285.26, while 
the Equitable Society has paid out many 
thousands of dollars for additions and im- 
provements in these vaults, safes, places 
of deposit, more than it has received, and 
has also incurred all expense for light, 
heat, water, elevator, janitors, watchmen, 
cleaning, &c, With this sort of a “ jug- 
handled ”’ lease it is not surprising that 
the real estate pays the society only 1.58 
per cent. on the whole building, while the 
stock of the Security Safe Deposit Com- 
pany pays its owners 18 per cent. on 
its capitalization of $200,000. 


Missouri Safe Deposit Company. 

The late Henry B, Hyde, who by this 
time had become a firm believer and an 
expert in safe deposit business, concluded 
he could improve on the Boston lease by 
$4,000 a year in favor of himself and his 
friends and to the loss of the society. 
Therefore, prior to the ninth day of No- 


vember, 1888, he caused the Equitable 
Society to purchase an office building in 
the City of St. Louis, Mo., and organized 
a corporation under the laws of that 
State, and named it the Missouri Safe De- 
posit Company, and on Nov. 9, 1888, he 
caused the Equitable Society to make a 
lease to this corporation, This lease was 
executed by James W. Alexander, Presi- 
dent, and William Alexander, Secretary. 
By this lease the Missouri Safe Deposit 
Company rents out or sublets the vaults 
safes, boxes, and places of deposit an 
ays all expenses incurred in the same, 
he balance or net rental is disposed of 
as follows: The first $100 go to the Equit- 
able pockets. the next $20,000 go to the 
Safe Deposit Company, and if the net in- 
come exceed $20,100 per annum, one-half 
of such excess goes to the Equitable So- 
clety and one-half to the Safe Deposit 
Company, until such one-half, together 
with the $100, amounts to $20,000, which 
is the maximum rent which the Equitable 
Society can receive, and all excess above 
that goes to the Safe Deposit Company. 
Let it be understood that the society re- 
ceives nothing under this lease except 
$100 a year until after the Safe Deposit 
Company has received $20,000 per annum, 
above all expenses, while the society 
keeps up all additions and improvements 
at its own expense. Thereafter and on 
Dec. 20, 1894, the Equitable Society leased 
to this Safe a Company two addi- 
tional rooms without any additional rent. 
Under this lease the society received in 
rents from 1886 to 1894, for these prem- 
ises, which were worth many thousands 
of dollars annually, the magnificent sum 
of $100 a year, and from 1895 to 1904 it 
received $300 a year. There is no apparent 
reason why the rent was jumped from one 
to three hundred dollars at once, except 
possibly to give these gentlemen an oppor- 
tunity, in case of a superficial inquiry, to 
say that the rent was increased 200 per 


cent. 

From 188 to 1904, inclusive, the society 
received the total rental of $3,000, while 
from Feb. 16, 1891, to May 9, 1905, inclu- 
sive, it paid out on account of alterations, 
additions, repairs, &c., for these premises 
occupied by this safe deposit company the 
sum of $33,131.40, and in addition thereto, 
during the whole term of the lease, the 
society incurred the expense of heat, 
light, water, janitors, watchmen, eleva- 
tors, and cleaning. The amount expended 
by the society on these leased premises 

rior to Feb. 16, 1901, does not appear. 

he society has realized only 1.86 per 

cent. on its valuation of this building, 
(much less than the investment,) while 
the tenant had its premises practically 
rent free, and received very large profits 
from the time of its organization until 
the stock of the Missouri Safe Deposit 
Company was sold to the society in the 
year 1902. 


Leases All Unfair. 

The leases by the Equitable Society to 
these three safe deposit companies are 
very much alike. They all contain pro- 
visions with reference to arbitration in 


case of a disagreement between-the par- 
ties as to the expenditures of the lessee. 
Three arbitrators are to be chosen, one 
by the lessee, one by the lessor, and the 
third by the two so chosen, and the decis- 
fon of such arbitrators shall be final and 
conclusive upon the parties. When it is 
clearly understood that the gentlemen 
who caused the society to make these long 
leases at great loss to the society are the 
same men who reap the profits from the 
leases, it is manifest that if ever an arbi- 
tration question should come up as a mat- 
ter of form, the society's interests would 
not be looked after. That is all that need 
be said. 

These leases are all so one-sided, un- 
fair, and unjust to the society that it is 
yractically impossible to convey a clear 
dea of all their provisions by any extract 
which may be made; for it is difficult to 
believe that trustees of a sacred trust 
would make such contracts against the 
welfare ,of the society and in their own 
interest# In order that the policy holders 
may read for themselves, ir they desire, 
and see the kind of leases which the so- 
ciety has been making, copies of them are 
appended to this report.

Two hundred shares appear in the name 
of Henry G. Marquand. The six follow- 
ing seem to be qualified Directors holding 
five shares each. William Alexander, the 
Secretary of the Equitable Society, took } 
25 shares, and Louis Fitzgerald took the 
great bulk of the stock, 1,745 shares. This 

entleman was the intimate friend of the 
ate Henry B. Hyde, and for many years 
was Chairman of the Executive and Fi- 
nance Committees of the Equitable So- 
ciety. We have sent for Mr. Fitzgerald to 
tell us who the real owner of this stock 
was, but he has not appeared. It may be 
assumed that most of it was owned by 
Henry B. Hyde himself, for while he fa- 
vored his intimate friends on the insids 
at the expense of the society he kept the 
lion’s share himself. 

President James W. Alexander and other 
officers who appeared before us explained 
that in the year 1902 the society was ne- 

otiating the sale of this St. Louis build- 
ng, but that the proposed purchaser re- 
fused to take it on account of this long 
and one-sided lease. It was on that ac- 
count deemed wise on the part of the so- 
ciety to pu all the stock of the 
company so that it might own both the 
building and the stock and terminate the 
lease at will. It was therefore agreed 
upon to y the stockholders $ per 
share, which was estimated on a basis of 
4 per cent. The stock was paying divi- 
dends of 10 per cent. per annum. All of 
the stock was bought in by the society 
at that ir te ie Eiyée mae the 
owner of a large majority, for on June 2, ‘ 
1902, he sold to the society 1,410 shares at The Commercial Trust Company of

Many years ago the custom or practice 
began of making advances by the society 
to its agents. In about the year 1893 the 


total of these advances was large, and 
appeared as an asset in the annual report 
ot the society, but was not admitted as 
an asset by the Insurance Department of 
the State of New York. t therefore 
occurred to Henry B. Hyde to get a finan- 
cial institution which would answer a 
double urpose, and this Commercial 
Trust ompany . of Philadelphia was 
either organized or purchased. Since that 
time, annually, large sums of agents’ ad- 
vances have been assigned to this trust 
company. Credit has been given to the 
Equitable yom A in the trust company’s 
books as so much cash deposited, and has 
been admitted as an asset by the Insur- 
ance Department. The other purpose 
which it serves is to make a profit for 
the trust company, in which many Equit- 
able officers and Directors are interested 
as stockholders, and at the loss of the 
Equitable Society. 

‘On Dec. 12, 1904, the Equitable Society 
assigned to the Commercial Trust Com- 
re agents balances to the amount of 

4,273,249.45 by’ an assignment and agree- 
ment. This instrument, on its face, is 
an absolute assignment of all claims 
which go to make up the total, and con- 
tains the following covenants: 

The said society does hereby further, for the 
consideration aforesaid, warrant and guarantee 
to the said Commercial Trust Company that | 
the several amounts advanced to the several 
individuals and copartnerships, as stated in 
said Schedule A, are justly due and owing to 
said society from the said debtors named in 
Schedule A, together with interest thereon at 
the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, and that 
said society has a legal and valid claim against 
each and every of said debtors for the several 
amounts specified in said schedule, wth inter- 
est thereon; that said advances arise upon con- 
tract or contracts between the said society and 
the said debtors and consist of advances made 
by said society upon the contract rights of said 
several debtors to commissions on the renewal 
premiums on policies in said society, and that 
such liens are duly evidenced by documents 
now in the possession of said society. And the 
said society further warrants and guarantees 
that the present value of said rights under 
said annual renewal commissions of said debt- 
ors, set forth in said schedule, computed at 
five times, (or a lesser number of times, as 
indicated in the margin of said schedule,) is 
equal to at least the amount of such advances 
as set forth in Schedule A. 


Profits from Agents’ Balances. 


On the same day, Dec. 12, 1904, by an 
assignment and agreement of exactly the 
same form, the Equitable Society trans- 
ferred to the Equitable Trust Company 
of New York another schedule of agents’ 
balances amounting to $1,539,935.42. Mr. 
Clarence L. Gillespie, Vice President of 
ihis trust company, was called as a wit- 
ness and stated, in substance, that the 
assignment and agreement together with 
the schedule was the only paper delivered 
by the society to the trust company. That 
none of the notes or other evidences of 
debt held by the society against the agents 
were delivered with e assignment; that 
the trust company simply took this instru- 
ment and entered it on its books as a 
loan to the Equitable Society. The Equita- 
ble Society retains all the evidences of 
claims against the individual agents to 
whom advances are made, collects them 
all, and pays them over to the trust com- 

anies. 

m This practice has been in vogue with the 
Commercial Trust Company since about 
the year 1804, and the trust companies 
never suffered any loss. In fact, these 
trust companies run no risk, and they 
have no trouble or expense in connection 
with the same. They simply enter the 
total amount in their books as loans to the 
Equitable Society, on which they get 5 
per cent., and the Commercial Trust Com- 
pany pays the Equitable Society 3 


er 
cent. on its deposits, and the Equitable 
Trust company only pays 2 per cent. on 
its deposits. If the Equitable Society had 
not made these assignments its tal as- 
sets would appear to be $5,813, less. 
If it had retained these accounts {t would 
have saved in the transaction with the 
Commercial Trust Company, 2 per cent. on 
$4,273,249.45, or. $85,464.98, and it would 
have saved in the transaction with the 
Equitable Trust Company, 3 per cent. on 
$1,539,935.42, or $46,198.06. No reason ap- 
nears why it should not have done so, for 
Its bank cash deposits for a long time 
back have averages Sacween twenty and 
thirty millions of dollars. 

lt is only fair to say, however, that the 
Equitable Society !s a stockholder in the 
Commercial Trust Company in the sum of 
about $547,500, par value, and gets its 
share of the profits in the form of divi- 
dends. It is also a stockholder in the 
Equitable Trust Company in the sum of 
about $1,200,000, par value, and gets its 
share of the profits realized by that com- 
pany from this transaction in the form of 
dividends; and it is only fair to say also, 
that James H. Hyde is an officer of the 
‘Yommercial Trust Company at $2,500 a 
year and a stockholder in the sum of $25,- 
000, par value, and he is also Vice Presi- 
dent of the Equitable Trust Company at 
$12,000 a year and a stockholder in the 
sum of $300,000, par value. He therefore 
has a strong interest in seeing to it that 
these trust companies run no risk and 


reap good profits. 
The Equitable Trust Company. 


An inquiry was made in relation to the 
organization of the Equitable Trust Com- 
pany of New York, one of the affiliated 
companies of the Equitable Society. The 
name of the original corporation was 
“American Deposit and Loan Company,” 
which was organized for the purpose of 
loaning money to policyholders on Equita-

The Hst of stockholders as of Jan. 7, 
1902, was the same as the foregoing. In 
order to get a clear understanding of this 


transaction it should be observed that 
nearly all of this stock appears in the | 
name of the Equitable Society and its | 
Directors, especially the members of the 
Executive Committee. It was an affiliat- 
ed or subsidiary company of the Equita- 
ble Society, and was made one of its de- 
positories. On Jan. 7, 1902, the increase 
of its capital stock from 500,000 to 
$1,000,000 was authorized. The book value 
of the stock at the time this increase was 
authorized was $150 per share. The terms 
of the increase were that it was to be 
paid for at the rate of $150 per s 
each stockholder of record was entitled 
to subscribe for one additional share for 
each share of his holdings. 

It should be noted that the Equitable 
Society, which was entitled to take 2,335 
shares on this increase, elected to take 
only 665 shares, making its holdings 3,000} 
shares.

Profits of Stockholders. . 

It will be noted that the Equitable So- 
ciety is now the owner of 13,168 shares, 
an increase of 10,5683 shares over its hold- 
ings on Jan. 27, 1903, paid for at $500 per 
share, an investment of $5,281,500. Mr. 
Krech, in his testimony, states that the 
book value of the Trust Company stock 
after this increase was paid in was 


$383 1-3 per share. In other words, the 
stock that was paid for at $500 per share 
has now a book value of $3831-3 per 
share, a loss to the society of $116 2-3 per 
share, and the stockholders who took the 
stock at $150 had the book value of their 
stock increased to $3831-3, a profit of 
$233 1-3 por share, a very handsome show- 
ing to the gentlemen who took the stock 
allotted to the Equitable Society, and the 
shareholders of Jan. 27, 1908, before the 
increase, and a very large loss to the so- 
ciety by reason of the determination of 
the Executive Committee that it was un- 
wise for the Equitable to take the stock 
allotted to it. Since this reorganization 
the Equitable Society has kept on deposit 
with the trust company an average of 
about $10,000,000 at the low rate of 2 per 
cent. per annum. 

The simple statement of the above trans- 
action directed by the officers of the 
Equitable Society and approved by their 
Executive Committee demonstrates that ! 
they were not solicitous for the society's | 
welfare, but active in promoting their . 
own private interests.

Why .should the officers of the society 
make this 3 per cent profit? Why not 
allow the society itself this participation 
;and save this $30,000, since it was the in-

) Simple truth is that they preferred to 
| make these several profits themselves. 
Mr. Hyde and associates raise the point

The schedules prepared and verified by 
the Financial Secretary of the Society of 
the purchases and sales of the stock of 
the Mercantile Trust Company and of the 
Equitable Trust Company disclose some 
peculiar and unusual business transac- 
tions. During the years 1903 and 1904 it 
appears from this schedule that the 


Equitable Society was a frequent pur- 
chaser of the stock of the Equitable 
Trust Company at from $640 to $750 a 
share, and during the same period of 
time it was disposing of these securities 
to various individuals at about $500 a 
share. 

In the schedule furnished of the stock 
transactions of the Mercantile Trust Com-

collateral bonds secured by the stock of

Mr. Hyde prepared a verified state- 
ment of his Directorships in different 
corporations, with the dates of his elec- 
tions. It appears from this paper that 
he is a member of the boards of a num- 
ber of the great railroad corporations of 
the country, in the most of which he 
states he is not a stockholder. Mr. Hyde 
is not an expert in railroad matters, hav- 
ing had no training in that direction, has 
had no wide experience, and has never 
demonstrated his ability as a business 
man, and consequently I conclude that 
the great railroad managers did not put 
him on the Directorate of their companies 


for either of these reasons, and the in-| 


ference is that he has beén put on these 
boards, for the reason that he was the 
financial head of a great insurance cor- 
poration whose assets were so large and 
whose ready money was always avail- 
able for the purchase of securities which 
these great corporations are largely in 
the market to sell. 
Expenses of Officers. 

Mr. Hyde’s expense account appears as 
follows: 1900, $7,176.82; 1901, $6,971.89; 
1002, $2,588.24; 1908, $20,517.09; 1904, 
$15,285.70. These are several times larger 
than those of any other officer. He did 
not submit any itemized statements. 
These lump sums were paid on: hig vouch- 
ers. That seems to have been prac- 


tice, for when he gave the celebrated 
Cambon dinner he drew from the society's 
treasury $12,800 to pay the bill with no 
@iher authority than his own. 


Pension to Mrs. Hyde. 


An examination of the society’s pension 
Hist discloses the fact that Mrs. Hyde, 
mother of the Vice President, has been 
drawing a pension of $25,000 a year since 
1900. If Mr. Henry B. Hyde, who certain- 
ly worked hard to build up the society, 
had died poor, or comparatively poor, 
possibly no objection should be raised to 
this pension. But it is generally under- 
stood that he left a large estate, and his 


son, James H. Hyde, from the evidence 
roduced in this inquiry, has large hold- 
ngs of valuable -stocks and other securi- 
ties. It does not appear clearly by whom 


this pension was authorized, nor is any | 


reason given why it sould be allowed. I 
doubt very much if the officers of the so- 
ciety have any legal right to give away 
to Mrs. Hyde this money, which rightfully 
belongs to. the policy holders.

Why Was It Allowed ? 

Why were these officers during a long 
series of years permitted again and again 
to violate their obligations and perpetrate

company and its methods of doing busi- 
ness will explain. Henry B. Hyde was an 
able, far-seeing insurance man. The fifty- 
two Directors whem he selected in the

He 
exacted salaries out of all proportion to, 
his age, ability, or. value of his services, 
and caused those of his immediate friends 
and favorites to be unduly advanced. i 
He is mainly responsible for the extrav- | 
agant salaries allowed many executive of- 
ficers. He has been accustomed to draw 
\large sums for expenses on his own un | 
itemized vouchers. In fact, he has not 
seemed to consider himself accountable to 
any one for the expenditure of the so- 
ciety’s funds. He introduced and con- 
| ducted the syndicate transactions and in- | 
|volved others with* himself. He forced 
himself on Boards of Direction, and into 
| business relations with prominent men, by 
lthe aggressive assertion of his stock con- 
| trol of the Equitable Society, and by those 
}means he gradually assumed dom nation 
lof the soclety’s affairs until the Presi- 
|dency was reduced to a position of sec- 
|ondary importance. His authority con- 
| tinued to increase and he proceeded to use 
| the society and its assets more and more 
las if they were his own, until he was 
checked by the demand for mutualization 
and his retirement. 
| ‘She policy holders are under great ob- 
/ligations to Mr. Alexander and the other 
lexecutive officers for taking this step. 


Tarbell Exonerated. 
The following charges have been made | 


against Mr. Tarbell by some of the other | 
executive officers: 
| That he has been extravagant in the

That he has encouraged or connived at,

That during several months last past | 


he has been allowing to agents $4 a thou-|

On these charges I find that in the year 
1900 a new system was inaugurated, by 
| which the percentage of first premiums 
on new business allowed to agents was 
reduced from 60 to 50 per cent. This made 
it very difficult for the field agents to 
compete with those of other large com- 
panies, who allowed their agents larger 
percentages, and therefore the advances 
to them were increased in order that they 
might live and continue in the service of 
the society. I doubt if the increased ad- 
vances amount to as much as 10 per 
| cent. of the first premiums on new busi- 
iness saved, and therefore the society is 
|; not a loser. 

Mr. Tarbell swears that he has not even} 
leonnived at rebating, but that on the| 
|contrary he has always denounced and | 
ltried to stop it, and no evidence has been | 
|adduced in support of this allegation by | 
those who made it. 

Mr. Tarbell admits that during the last | 
few months he has been allowing to} 
lagents $4 per thousand on new insurance 
\{n addition to the regular percentage, and | 
lsays this was done after_ consultation | 
with and approval of the President. It/| 
| does not appear to be a bonus in the ordi- 
inary sense of that word, but an extra)

There 
can be no question, hoWever, of the wis- 
dom of prohibiting the investment of the 
funds of life insurance companies in sub- 
sidiary moneyed and business corporations 
controlled by life insurance companies, 
which occasion the carrying of large 
balances for the benefit of those companies 
and for the stockholders who are largely 
associated In the management of the so- 
ciety. The suggestion that these large 
balances were carried for the purpose of 
enabling the society to avail itself of the 
opportunity to purchase securities at a low 
rice is not sustained from the fact that 
arge balances were carried during the 
years 103 and 1904, when securities could 
ave been purchased at a much lower 
level or the money loaned at much higher 
rates than were being paid by the affiliat- 
ed companies. If life insurance is to com- 
mend itself to the people to provide for 
those who are left. behind, it is important 
that the business of the insurance com- 
anies be conducted on strictly business 
inés and that extravagance of manage- 
ment and large salaries should be reduced 
within. proper limits. 


Eliminate Stock Control. 
During the progress of this investiga- 
tion a change in the stock control of the 
society has been made, and three trustees 


jhave been empowered under a deed of 


trust to partially mutualize the society; 
that is, it is provided that twenty-eight 
of the Directors should be elected by the 


policy holders and twenty-four by the 
stockholders, with the promise that there 
would be a reduction in the expenses of 
the company, and that the managers 
would institute other reforms in the man- 
agement of the society which would inure 
to the benefit of the policy holders, I do 
not question but what this is the honest 
intention of those who have acquired the 
control of the stock of the society. I do 
not think, however, that this will go far 
toward restoring the confidence of the 
present pony holders or aid in procuring 
new business for the society. In my opin- 
ion the only thing that will restore that | 
confidence and benefit the company will 
be the elimination of stock control, and | 
what I deem of equal importance, the} 
I early came to the opinion and so ex- 
ressed myself to the Legislature in the 
epartment’s annual report this year, that | 
all the surplus accretions ‘of this society | 
beyond the 7 per cent. dividends on the 
stock belong to the policy holders. The

are held for the benefit of the assured an 
are free from taxation. 

Complete Mutualization. 

No superficial measures will correct the 
existing evils in this society. A ‘cancer | 
cannot be cured by treating the symptoms, |

tion of the stock, to be paid for at a price 
only commensurate with its dividends, is

relief. ] f 

This report, with a copy of the evidence 
taken on this investigation, will be trans- 
mitted to the Attorney General for such 
action thereon as he may deem proper.

His friends last night were unable to 
explain his suicide. They knew of neither 
financial worries nor sickness to account 
for his act.

SOME ONE FEARED A DISASTER. 


But There Was Not Enough Explo- 


sive on Pier C to Do Much 
Harm. 


Jersey City had a dynamite scare yester- 
day. Edward A. Ransom, Jr., 
the First Criminal Court,

The boxes 
which were said to contain from 800 to 


| 1,000 pounds of dynamite proved to be 
filled with tamping sand.

In the early eighties he built 400 
miles of the Canadian Pacific Railway in 
British Columbia for $18,000,000. The con- 
| struction of the Entre Rios Railroad in 
| South America occupied 1886 and the fol- 
lowing year. 

He built nine miles of 
Drainage Canal and erected the North- 
western Elevated Railway in Chicago. 
The New Ambrose Channel in the lower 
bay and part of the Jerome Park Reser- 
voir were among his contracts in New 
York. His latest work, the East River 
tunnel, Mr. Onderdonk took after John B. 
McDonald had underbid him substantially 
for the construction of the Subway. 

Mr. Onderdonk was born in New York 
City. He leaves a wife, two sons, and 
two daughters. He was a member of the 
Rideau Club. of Ottawa, the Metropoli- 
tan Club, New York, and the Ardsley 
Country Club.

‘TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Yesterday's ‘Transactions More Than 
Double Those of Tuesday. 


Transactions in the stock market yes- 
terday totaled 900,000 shares, or more 
than double the previous day's business.

London Buys Steel. 

For the first time in days London took 
an active part in this market. The Steel 
stocks were bought in considerable vol- 
ume, and the total purchases considerably 
exceeded the sales. It was thought that 
Morgan brokers were large buyers of the 
Steel stocks here, and that intimations 
of the attitude of the Morgan interests 
were responsible for London’s buying. 
Both Steel common and preferred were 


conspicuous for their strength, and to- 
gether they supplied about one-sixth of 
the whole day’s business. The @dvance 
in these stocks, the common going to 30 
and the preferred to 98, did probably more 
than any other development of the day 
to favorably influence sentiment. 


Too Quick for the Tape. 


Some of the day's fluctuations were 
so erratic that even traders on the floor 
found it extremely difficult to catch the 
turns. The announcement of the divi-

NET PROFITS $1,592,660. 


North American Company Also Paid 
$770,000 in Dividends. 


The annual report of the North Amer- 
ican Company, presented to the stock- 
holders at their annual meeting yesterday, 
showed net profits for the year ended 
Dec. 31 last of $1,592,660, including an 
item of $701,119, representing the increase 
in the value of assets as readjusted Dec. 
81, 1904. There was paid in dividends 
$770,000, and the balance of earnings was 
added to undivided profits. 

President Wetmore, in his report, deals 
with the changes in the company’s invest- 
ments during the year, most of which 
have been announced from time to time. 
Lands and mineral rights amounting to 
22,000 acres have been acquired by the 
North American Company, and a new cor- 


poration known as the West Kentucky 
Coal Company has been organized to 
finance this undertaking. 

In regard to the recent increase in the 
company’s capital stock and the disposi- 
tion made of the additional stock, the re- 
port says: 


In accordance with the authority granted at 
a special meeting of the stockholders of the 
company its capital stock was, on the 16th day 
of March, 1905, duly increased from $17,000,0u0 
to $30,000,000. Of the cash received from the 
sales of stock, after paying the loans appearing 
in the balance sheet of Dec, 31, 1904, and com- 
pleting payment for interests specified, a bal- 
ance of approximately $2,500,000 remained ap- 
plicable to the future uses of the company, 
thus placing it in possession of sufficient cash 
working capital. 

During the year the company sold its 
remaining interest in the stock of the Cin- 
cinnati, Newport and Covington Light and 


Traction Company. 


IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Reviewing the situation in the iron trade 
The Iron Age says in its issue of to-day: 


New business has been rather light in nearly 
all branches of the iron and steel trades, and 
in some of them what is virtually a deadlock 
between buyers and sellers continues, Yet 
there is little uneasiness in any quarter. On 
the contrary, sentiment is rather improved, al- 
though there is little that is tangible in the 
way of new orders to justify it. 

In pig iron there come reports from some 
distributing markets that inquiries are a lit- 
tle more numerous, but the tonnage being 
placed is light, and buyers are securing some 
concessions in prices. Birmingham reports 
sales of basic pig for Western delivery aggre- 
gating 15,000 tons, but the market is easier, 
and $12 is being shaded for No. 2 foundry. 

The coal miners of the Birmingham district 
have decided to demand again last year’s scale, 
which the commercial mines accepted and the 
furnace companies with only two exceptions 
refused, making the fight which has now lasted 
nearly a year. The situation is therefore un- 
changed, and the open mines of the furnace 
companies will continue as heretofore. 

The only interesting item in the rail trade 
is the report that the Tennessee Company 
has taken orders aggregating 55,000 tons for 
1906 delivery from Southern systems. The Ohio 
steel plant at Youngstown is about to roll 
rails in the place of sheet and tin plate bars. 

The: tonnage of structural material which is 
coming upon the market is very satisfactory 
and some trouble in meeting deliveries ts being 
experienced. Among the larger contracts placed 
igs that for 24,000 tons for the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit, which has hung fire for some 
time past. 

The plate trade is in good shape. Among the 
orders for boats lately placed is one large 
vessel for the Hudson River line and a turbine 
vessel for the New York-Boston line, 

A meeting is being held to-day between the 
Amalgamated Association and the independent 
sheet mills. The demands of the men for an 
advance of about 18 per cent. will certainly 
not be granted, and there Is a chance for a 
partial suspension of work. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CLEVELAND, June 21.—The Iron Trade 
Review to-morrow will say: 


Owing to the heavy orders for rails placed 
recently the rail mill of the Ohio works at 
Youngstown of the Carnegie Steel Company 
will resume operations on July 1, after being 
idle more than a wear. With this mill in 
operation the Steel Corporation will have all 
its rail mills on for the first time in more 
than a year. Present estimates place the 
total year’s rail tonnage at 2,000,000, consid- 
erably in excess of estimates earlier in the 
year. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany has for some time had sufficient rail 
tonnage on its books to insure operation 
throughout the year. The success of its open- 
hearth rail is emphasized by the fact that the 
company has very recently taken orders for a 
tonnage for 1906 de- 
livery. 

Southern pig iron has furnished still futther 
evidence of weakness, and 811.75, Birming- 
ham, for No. 2 foundry, is the ruling price, 
although some furnaces stfll ask $12, and a 
few transactions have been made at $11.50. 
These low quotations have not brought out 
much business. 

In spite of tre recent condemnation of steel 
tles by a prom/nent railroad offficer, the Bes- 
semer and Lake Erie Railroad has shown, by 
placing an order for 2,100 tons, that it has not 
lost faith in that substitute for wood. Thig 
order will previde for ten miles of tracks. 
The railroads continue to order equipment 
rather freely. 

The demand for plates and shapes is stronger 
than for any ether kind of finished material, 
The American Bridge Company has obtained 
the contract for 24,000 tons of steel for the 
elevated road of the Philadelphia Rapid Tran- 
sit Company, and an order for 8,000 tons for 
the Claflin. Building tn New York. Orders 
for 75,000 tons of structural material are 
soon to be placed in New York.

Senate Takes a Week to Examine

PLANS OF LEADERS UPSET 


| Democrats Stand with Minority of Re- 
publicans in Support of the Jus- 
tice—Assembly Adopts Charges.

ALBANY, June 21.—The Legislature met 
at noon to-day in extraordinary session to 
consider the charges against Supreme 
Court Justice Warren B. Hooker. The 
| Assembly was ready to proceed with the 
trial, but the Senate, having) meetings 
; during the afternoon, concluded after 6 
o'clock this evening that it was doubtful 
whether the Legislature had authority to 
remove Justice Hooker by concurrent res- 
olution, 

The Senate accordingly voted for a 
week's adjournment to permit its Judic- 
jiary Committee to examine fully the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction and also whether the 
charges preferred against Justice Hooker 
constituted, if proved, proper cause for his 
removal. The Assembly, whose members 
had been held within call since early 
afternoon, at 8 o'clock to-night concurred 
in this action. 
| This course was pursued in defiance of 
the advice and plans of the Republican 
organization leaders in the Senate, Raines 
and Malby. The Democrats really carried 
the proposition through. Their thirteen 
; votes with eleven Republicans, for delay, 
made a total of twenty-four, against nine- 
teen Republicans, . Chairman Brackett 
of the Judiciary Committee, aided by 
Grady and McCarren of the Democratic 
side, led the battle for postponement. 

The Democrats also gave help at the 
secret meeting of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee to put over the question. The vote 
was very close, seven to six in favor of 
deferring action:until next week. The 
three Democratic members of the com- 
mittee all voted for delay. 

When the Senate's resolution for an 
adjournment until next Wednesday at 3 
o'clock reached the Assembly to-night 
Assemblyman Charles H. Francisco of 
Brooklyn was the only member who 
seemed satisfied. When it was suggested 
that the tactics of the Senate made it 
|; probable that the Legislature would be 
a poaeon throughout the Summer, he 
said: 

“That suits me all right, Mr. Speaker; 
I am willing to stay here until next De- 
cember if I can help Judge Hooker by 
doing so, for I am for Hooker first, last, 
and all the time.” 

If the Senate Judiciary Committee 
should report that in its opinion the Leg- 
islature has no jurisdiction to try Jus- 
tice Hooker, and that decision should be 
concurred in by the Senate, the whole 
matter would have to be dropped. There 
is scarcely a_ probability, Cowsver. of 
such a report. 

The charges against Justice Hooker, 
which were adopted by the Assembly to- 
day, 100 to 4, are now tied up in the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, pending the re- 
pert on jurisdiction. These charges em- 
body the same points as were made in the 
; report of the Assembly Judiciary Commit- 

tee in the Spring. They charge the Jus- 
tice with being guilty of corrupt, unlaw- 
ful, and immoral acts, which have tended 
to bring his office and the administratio 
of justice into contempt. r 

Besides adopting a concurrent resolu- 
tion approving the statement of cause and 
ordering its services on Justice Hooker, 
the Assembly passed a concurrent resolu- 
tion designating a committee to prepare a 
form of procedure. The Senate con- 
curred in this action. The Senate Ju- 
dicilary Committee will meet next Tues- 
7 to consider the question of jurisdic- 
tion.

Mrs. Jessie M. Brinsmade was again on 
the witness stand yesterday, when the 
trial of her suit to annul her marfiage 
was resumed in the Supreme Court. She 
alleges that when she married Charles 
Lyman Brinsmade in February, 1898, he 
was insane. His relatives will attempt to 
prove that any eccentricities which he 
may possess, were developed at least a 
year after his marriage. He was studying 
architecture, and she was studying art 
when they became acquainted.

Mrs, Brins- 
made also said that out of a class of 283 
at the Paris school her husband had 
passed thirteenth in the examination for 
architects. When he was coming back 
on a steamship up the Bay here, she said, 
Mr. Brinsmade waved his hand to the 
shore and shouted:

HE BLAMES ANTITOXIN 
FOR A HUNDRED DEATHS 


Dr. H. Everett Russell, Homeo- 
path, Considers Its Use Deadly. 


OTHER PHYSICIANS DISSENT 


It Is the Only Cure for Diphtheria, 


Says Dr. Delafield—Serum Did 
Not Kill Yetta: Green. 


Speaking of the case of little Yetta 
Green, who died soon after taking an in- 
jection of diphtheria antitoxin on Mon- 
day, although previously well, Dr. H. 
Everett Russell, a homoeopath and 
specialist on children’s diseases, said yes- 
terday that he considers antitoxin ex- 
tremely dangerous and a frequent cause 
of death to patients. Among physicians 
he is decidedly in the minority in his op- 
position to antitoxin. 

Anti-toxin is manufactured and used by 
the Department of Health, and has the 
sanction of nearly every eminent physi- 
cian in New York. One admitted to a 
Times reporter yesterday that he had 
heard of deaths resulting from its use, 
but said he had never seen such a case 
himself. 

“T have known of a hundred or more 
deaths that have been caused by anti- 
toxin,’’ said Dr. Russell yesterday after- 
noon at his home in West Seventy-sixth 
Street. 

Dr. Joseph E. Winters stated in the 


had produced blood poisoning in several 


“When a well child receives an injec- 
tion of antitoxin because its brother or 
sister has diphtheria and then dies within 
an hour there is nothing to conclude but 
that the antitoxin killed it. A woman 
died in Brooklyn some time ago ten min- 
utes after a dose was given to her. An- 
other case was that of a boy under whose 
scapula the usual prophylactic dose of 
antitoxin was injected. The boy died in 
five minutes." 

‘Are not a majority of physicians 
against you in this opinion?’ the reporter 
asked Dr. Russell. 

“The majority do not agree with me, 
it is true,’’ he replied. ‘I should say 
about three-fourths of the best physicians 
are in favor of antitoxin as compared with 
one-fourth against it. 

‘There have not been many malignant 
cases of diphtheria since antitoxin was 
put on the market—a few, but not many. | 
How successful it would be in malignant 
cases, therefore, is not known; but I do 
know that many deaths have been caused 
by it, both well persons and those already 
infected.”’

‘“T can tell what I think of it in a very 
few words,’ Dr. Delafield said. ‘I think 
it’s the only sure remedy for diphtheria.” 

“Ts that the belief of most competent 
physicians? ”’ 

“So far as I knew, it Is the belief of 
the civilized world. Of course there are 
a few who do not agree with the rest of 
us. For that matter, there are many | 
people who are bitterly opposed to vacci- 
nation. 

“TIT remember very well Dr. Winters's 
opposition to it. Dr. Winters, of course, 
is a splendid physician and an excellent 


man. He has a right to his opinion; we 
just don’t agree with him.” 

“Did you ever know of death being 
caused by antitoxin?’’ Dr. Delafield was 
asked. 

‘*Not of my own personal experience. | 
I could not say positively that antitoxin 
has ever caused death or that it has not— 
only that I have never seen such a case. 

‘““Antitoxin is the only remedy, and 
even if it did kill one patient in very 
many, it is our duty to do the greatest 
good to the greatest number.” 

A high official of the Department of 
Health, who would not allow his name 
to be used because he did not want 'to be 
“mixed up in any controversy,” said: 

‘“Antitoxin is the only qure for diph- 

ia.’”

A  MIXUP IN 


Charge Should Have Been Against | 
the Baptist Missionary Society | 
for Second Avenue Lot. 


By an error on the tax books a piece of 
property at 170 Second Avenue belonging 
to the New York Historical Society was 
sold at auction by the city yesterday for 
$26.10, taxes and water rent for 1897.

Two hundred and fifty 
pieces of property were disposed of out 
of 5380 parcels. The other 280 parcels had 
been cleared by their owners. A total of 
$350,000 in back taxes was yielded to the 


‘city, and $81,000 more was paid at the

been reached.
